If 
indulged  in  throughout  any  region  with  such  a  crop  as  cotton  it  mal^'es  the  farmers 
of  that  section  too  dependent  upon  •'•.orld  markets,   often  vvith  v.;isastrov.s  results. 
•  It  also  Liakes  them  "onnecessarily  and  uneconomic  ally  dependent  upon  other  sections 
for  foods  and  feeds tuffs. 

"Eacxi  farm,  each  comi;7unity,   and  eciCh  section  should  produce,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible,   its  ovvn  food  and  feed  for  the  sake  of  econohdcal  production,  and  to  sa.v- 
transportation  costs  and  intervening  profits  v/here  the  purchase  must  he  made  from 
distant  sections.     In  other  words,  the  food  and  feed  of  the  South  should  he  pro- 
duced on  the  farms  of  the  South."
